With all humility, as will be seen from the enclosed pamphlet entitled 
LL ANALYSIS AND EXPLANATION OF 'ANTI-MATTER'", this is, beyond any 
bom for doubt, the most profound and important disclosure at least of the past 
century, being of extremely great significance to our Nation and the Scientific 
World in general! 


Chapter 11 entitled "Matter" of my 700 page treatise "THE IMPARTIAL EYE, 
A New Approach to Mathematics and Physics", the first boolc copyrighted under 
the new law (No. TX1 filed January 2, 1978) includes a very careful and complete 
analysis of Dirac's "Spin" 1930 paper predicting the presence of the positron. 
The language about the Anti-Matter "challenge" set out on page 11 of the 
enclosed pamphlet is taken in part from the treatise of 1978. 

Quite clearly, there can be no real commercial value to a patent granted on 
the present application. There is enormous, sometimes furious, resentment by 
the entire Scientific Community to being told that E=mc^ is fatally flawed, as 
xplained in the application, and that trigonometry and all calculations based 
thereon are inaccurate because of a mathematical mistake by Euler.
